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Support the War Chest Program 

NJ ABC, through an ABC Federation, has initiated a program des- 
igned to send monthly checks into those Political Prisoners and 
Prisoners of War who have been receiving insufficient, little, 
or no support during their imprisonment. We currently are able 
to support seven PP/POW's by sending them monthly checks" of up 
to $60. We have been able to maintain this since November '94. 
There is also an Emergency Fund designed to send one time checks 
to those PP/POW's in need of emergency assistance. With the 
guidance from the prisoners, a list of other PP/POW's who are in 
great need of this type of support is being made. Though still 
small, the "War Chest" program is having an impact. As Sekou 
Odinga (a POW currently receiving a monthly check) writes, "Th- 
anks much for the support you've been organizing, I really app- 
reciate it. After not having any or very little suppor: for so 
long, it now seems like (people) have all of a sudden realized 
that I am alive." We ask that you endorse this program by giving 
any monthly or one time donations to this effort to iicrease the 
number of prisoners being supported monthly. A financial report 
is published that docuraenis all money received and the prisoners 
it was sent to. The prisoners addresses are also printed so that 
endorsers may write and hold us accountable.

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Through an apparent Freudian slip, your apparatus has limit- 
ed my adversary in this attempt to criminalize the non-criminal to 
the United States and did not have the effrontery to abuse the name 
of "the people" by adding it thereto. You have demonstrated your 
utter disregard for those people by wasting mass dollars on this 
reprehensible charade to add some years to what already are func- 
tionally forever sentences. Your crime in this regard is aggravat- 
ed by having been perpetrated in this time of economic privation 
for so many. How many old people have died of cold amid dog food 
cans for want of far less wealth than has been squandered on this 
opulent power game? How much has our future been mortgaged to mal- 
nutrition and ignorance as WIC food programs and education funds 
are cut while government tries to show its omnipotence by expensive- 
ly squishing a couple more of the powerless more than they can be 
squished? To what extent has the quality of life to come been sac- 
rificed to the trappings and glorification of power and imperial 
government such as are represented by these proceedings. Only you 
and your bretheren who are the motors of this madness can answer. 
But the fact that you have gone through with this pointless demon- 
stration of your purloined power tells me what that answer would be. 
Your stated intention to do so told me that acquiescing in my own 
oppression with a "deal" would not free the wealth you have misused 
to feed the people or otherwise serve their interests, and your 
subsequent actions have confirmed that. Your practice says that it 
would much more likely be used for more tools of oppression, more 
chains, another bomb or bullet with which to kill someone struggling 
for freedom. 



That practice also demonstrates your need to legitimize the 
illegitimate with form rather than content and to try to fool all 
of the people all of the time. Toward that end, you have subject- 
ed me and my co-defendent , Ron Duart'e) to this mockery of the idea 
of justice and now intend to "sentence" me as you have done Ron and 
so try to brand as criminal the legitimate exercise of the human 
rights to which any reasonable person would feel impelled when con- 



fronted with the cond i i i oris,', of imprisonment extant in the American 
Gulag Archipelago. But it is human nature to resist oppression and, 
though you may be able to cover that fact up with your power and 
legalistic appearances and slick public relations, you cannot change 
it. Neither can you legitimize with those forms the usurpation of 
the people's power by your small and narrow class of exploiters and 
oppressors. This will become apparent even to you as maintaining 
the ascendancy of that class necessitates increasing and more blat- 
ant abrogations of the rights you falsely call inalienable and now 
sometimes grant for the sake of appearances. Even now, the credibil- 
ity and legitimacy of your government gang and the masters with which 
it colludes is being increasingly sabotaged as they assassinate their 
own character with their actions, of which this supposed trial was 



Your collective hypocrisy and illegitimacy is manifest in, for ins- 
tance, your violation of your own laws, Title 18, United States Code 
Sections 956-62 specifically, in addition to international and human 
law to export murder, destruction, and poverty in order to crush the 
hopes and aspirations of the Nicaraguan people. You do this by arr- 
anging economic and armed intervention to destroy the undeniably pos- 
itive accomplishments they have made since overthrowing the hateful 
tyrant Somoza whose indisputable crimes against humanity you supp- 
orted and encouraged. Under your hand, such reactionary terrorism 
is also heavily scattered elsewhere among the inhabitants of Latin 
America, sowing death and disaster for the benefit of only a small 
minority. You attempt to disguise its criminality with red-baiting 
hysteria and vague assertions of American interests, by which you 
mean your ability to exploit the labor and resources of the people 
and profit from the wars of oppression for which you force American 
workers to pay. You cannot realistically claim legitimacy in the 
face of your perpetration of suc h crimes to steal the wealth and 
liberty of the people of that region. 



That hypocrisy is also apparent in your violation of the 
Fort Laramie Treaty of 1868. amongst many, many others, between th< 



that is protected b:y your "rule of law". 

Even the character of the repression you inflict on those 
to whom you have ascribed guilt of transgression of you. lav show: 
.your hypocrisy and illegitimacy to so misuse the people's name, 
authority, and money. In your present position of povei and in 
light of your current practice, I would not expect you to be pari 
icularly worried about one more exposure of the inhumanity 
have created and perpetuate in the dark concrete corners of your 
prisons by a small and weak voice such as mine. Apparently, how- 
ever, you are. as you took pains to insure that you would no': be 
confronted with the conditions of the American gulag during this 
trial. But the use of your physical power, the power of your 
armed henchpeople, to prevent those barbarous conditions from being 
brought out in support of our necessity defense does not mean they 
don't exist . 

Still very real is the racism inherent in your ensignment 
of people to your prisons and in the artificial divisions Jnd 
flicts you use it t ,. create as a means of control, regardless ol 
the suffering and aggravation of existing social ills in which It 
results. Still very real is the brutality of prison officials and 
their quickness to resort to force and violence, their creatio. 
circumstances to encourage violence between prisoners, and their 
maintenance of an atmosphere of tension. inse:unty, and threat. 
Still very real is the increasing use of internal exile, the ban- 
ishment of prisoners to distant prisons far from their families 
and communities, often in retaliation for the exercise of supj 
ly protected rights. And still very real are the murders, assault.. 
gassings, chaining for long periods, forever sentences, over-; 
ed and antiquated facilities, lack of opportunity for constructs, 
pursuits such as education, recreation, and cultural activities, 
lack of any securit.- in job, housing, property, or location, 
tation from the community and the deprivation of any power with 
which to contest thia victimization. All prisoners of your si.,.. 
are subject to thes deplorable conditions, aid all fall victim r 
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and illegitimate conditions of the American Gulag and still claim 
iccord equal protection under the laws? Not legitimately! 

The fact that your law and government forms a r e merely a 
tool of control into which principle enters only marginally, if at 
all. is further demonstrated by the facility with hich you shuck 
those elements thereof which run contrary to your perceived inter- 
ests, You have whittlid away at the first ammendment. of your Bill 

rights to allow the suppression of publications such as Wash- 
ington Prison News Service and use its deprivation ai a punishment 
in your prisons. The second ammendment has been drastically curt- 
ailed and is subject to increasing attack. The fourth ammendment 
no longer allows for the security it was intended to protect or 
did even as little as fifteen years ago. If this trial in which 
the light to a defense was denied is an example, the fifth ammend- 
ment has been seriously damaged too. Likewise, this trial saw the 
contravention of 5 of the 8 provisions of the 6th ammendment. 
Ifour prison system, your gulag, puts the lie to the 8th ammendment 

) in stale and federal gangs have disenfranchised the people 
to the point that their inclusion in the 9th and 10th ammendments 
is meaningless. And the list goes on. 

Should an element of your apparatus turn out to benefit the 
people to a degree displeasing to you, it is quickly moved against. 
An example thereof in the U. S. Civil Rights Commission, whose 
principled actions in defense of freedom were stopped and are now 
being rolled back. This was done through the base stacking of that 
commission with new and reactionary appointments that will vigor- 
ously pursue the interests of your class, as has been demonstrated 
since the stacking. Similarly, the Environmental Protection Agency 
through corruption and political manipulation, has been turned from 
,i tool with which to safeguard and defend and insure the intelli- 
geni use of the earth and its inhabitants and resources into a 
means for private theft of public money, land, resources, and ir- 
replaceable natural heritage for the power and profit and greed of 
a few. Hence, we see that it is expediency and not legitimacy 
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United States and the Sioux Nation. Your laws meant, and still 
mean, nothing when it came time to steal land and resources and 
culture and even lives from the indigenous people of THAT area. 
And when they protested, they were murdered by shot and starvation 
and subterfuge. Nor has your gang made any moves to correct this 
genocidal oppression in the name of thinly disguised greed; in- 
stead, it moves to make its thefts complete and permanent with 
forced sterilization, discrimination, impoverished reservations, 
armed force, and efforts to turn sacred native land into "nation- 
al sacrifice areas". In the face of such crimes committed as a 
matter of right, any claim to legitimacy to say what is or is not 
crime and impose punishment for it is laughable. 

The hypocrisy and illegitimacy of your government gang's 
posturing as representatives of the people is further apparent in 
your support for British imperialism and its murder and mayhem in 
Ireland, even aside from direct participation in your own in viola- 
tion of international law, again, yours and not the people's. You 
are quick to brand as "terrorists" Irish Republican freedom fight- 
ers, but who are the real terrorists? Never has an Irish Republic- 
an killed a child with a plastic bullet, but the British occupation 
forces do it frequently, not to mention keeping a people divided 
and enforcing privation, desperation, and exploitation for the ben- 
efit of a relative few. And they do so without bringing ANY pos- 
itive results, let alone those of the republican movement. You 
obtentat iously waste large quantities of the people's money cere- 
moniously receiving such symbols and perpetrators of persecution 
and repression as the queen of England and Margaret Thatcher, as 
well as other international government gangsters, but deny entry 
to, harass, and even jail people whose popular support is not pred- 
icated on torture and violence. In this manner, you sought to pre- 
vent, for example Sinn Fein elected representatives from explaining 
the plight of the Irish people to American ones.

I could go on and on around the world cataloging the evi- 
ence of your illegitimacy and in such greater depth and detail 
but that is not necessary as it is also obvious in your dealings 
with the people you purport to represent. By exploiting other 
peop.es over the years, you have managed to secure control of en-

That pattern and practice continues in the present era as the cor- 
ruption of capitalism and its chronic crises lead you to escalating 
repression in order to maintain the growth and authority of your 
class, despite that being at the expense of the majority of the 
people. You lonily lament the economic and attendant social hard- 
ships of which the people have been made victim, yet it is your 
class that engineered them. They enabled you to make massive de- 
mands on workers to surrender pay and benefits for which they had 
struggled for years. They allowed you to decrease the cost of 
labor by creating a large pool of unemployed and disorganized work- 
ers on the verge of poverty while increasing profits for those who, 
like you produce nothing. Those hardships also permitted you to 
set up the conditions to insure that people would be pleased at 
having been squeezed out o'T their jobs by automation, runaway shops 
commodity manipulations, a,nd other devices without having been made 
beneficiaries of the wealth they had produced and which you use as 
the instrument of their d i s posession .

Yes, the "recession" served the government and its masters 
well by making people content with less while they took more. It 
also made them think that an unemployment rate described by dist- 
orting statistical machinations as 8% represents good times, and 
helped hide from them all they had lost while the rich got richer.
